“T can still see the old lady 
jump up from her sleep at 
the bodeful figures of the 
1880 census and challenge the 
correctness of the Washing- 
ton enumeration. Not 580 
easily would she renounce her 
long, sweet illusion; so she 
resolved to take her own cen- 
sus. The best mathematician 
of her university was called 
upon to oversee accurately 
the arithmetic of the thing 
and to insert all the omitted 
names, of which a number 
had been dug up in the slums 
and elsewhere. 

“The result, however, was 
a practical confirmation of 
the first dream-destroying 
figures. Then followed a cor- 
responding overflcw of disil- 
lusion and dismay, at first 
running toward despair.

HEN diplomatic relations are once more 
W resumes with Germany one of the first 

acts of German officials in the United 
States will be to visit the Swiss consulate 
on the ninth floor of the building at No. 11 
Broadway, New York, for the purpose of re- 
gaining possession of a ton of highly important 
secret German papers. These papers, includ- 
ing the German embassy files, were placed in 
the Swiss consulate by Germany for safe keep- 
ing at the time the United States entered the 
war. 

To the astonishment and dismay of the Ger- 
man officials the papers will be missing. When 
the Germans open the doors of the safes and 
slide back the drawers in the various filing 
cases the documents and records they seek will 
be so conspicuously not there that the thing 
will be startling. From.,a non-German point 
of view the situatiOn also will be amusing. 

At the time the papers were deposited in the 
safes and strong boxes by the Gérmans every 
precaution was taken not only to safeguard the 
papers themselves but to make it impossible to 
molest them without leaving tell-tale evidence 
that would be immediately noticeable. Each 
drawer and each door was securely locked and 
besides that they were wrapped with ropes and 
voluminous folds of red, white and black: And 
the ropes and tape were carefully sealed with 
wax and the sealing was painstakingly imprint- 
ed with the official German seal. 


Seals Intact, but Papers Are Gone. 


When the Germans return the locks and ropes 
and' tape and seals will still be intact and will 
show no evidence of having been touched. 
Nevertheless, the papers inside are all gone. 
Not only were the papers spirited away, but they 
eventually reached the 
States officials and they proved of inestimable 
value to the Government in the great task of 
locating the German agents within our gates and 
tracing their activities. 

The papers included files from the German 
embassy at Washington, with hundreds of let- 
ters between Ambassador von Bernstorff and 
officials in Berlin, and both the official and 
personal files from the office of Dr. Heinrich 
Albert, the German financial agent. Among 
Von Bernstorff’s and Albert’s correspondents in

How Schurz Wrecked His Party. 


“In Missouri his was the hand that shivered 
into fragments his own party which had elected 
him Senator, and so completely did it drop 
asunder that it could not pull itself together 
again for a generation with force enough to win 
a victory in the State. 

“He was right in opposing disfranchisement, 
which ought never to have been enacted, certain- 
ly not in the way that it was. Missouri had 
shown herself overwhelmingly loyal to. the 
Union from the start, without disfranchisement, 
which thus could have no true meaning outside 
of hate and corruption. 

“Accordingly, Schurz, the German interloper, 
as he was called, soon fell out with the old lead- 
ers, such men as Gov. Brown, Gen. Blair, the 
hero of Camp Jackson, and his fellow Senator, 
Charles D. Drake. Well might the returned 
Confederates erect a monument. to Schurz, for 
through him chiefly they, a decided minority, 
won what they could never win on the battle- 
field—-the political control of the State—and 

ept it for decades.\ To be sure, he cut his own 
throat in the procéss, and he witnessed his own 
triumphant self-negation when he wags succeeded 
in 1875 by Cockrell, a former Confederate Gen- 
eral.

At the time Ambassador von Bernstorff was 
sent away and the Swiss Minister assumed 
charge of German diplomatic affairs in this 
country a hurried and excited effort had to be 
made to find a safe storage place for the vast 
fifés of German documents that it was impos- 
sible to send safely abroad. That was how they 
came to’be stored in the office of the Swiss Con- 
sul of New York. 


Documents Kept to Show Germans’ Records 


Why, one may ask, was so much damaging 
evidence allowed to remain in existence when it 
could easily have been placed in a furnace or 
even in a bonfire and destroyed forever by the 
simple application of so ordinary an article of 
every-day commerce as a safety match? 

The answer is that Germany at that time 
had not the remotest idea of losing the war 
and in the event of German success the docu- 
ments would have been of immense value not 
only to the German Government, but also to 
numerous individuals. Every hyphenated Ger- 
man living in America who had done something 
against the allies or against America in behalf 
of the fatherland would desire to haye the proofs 
of his loyal service in his possession so that he 
might be in line for whatever reward or deco- 
ration the German chiefs might deem fitting 
and proper. 

Indeed, amo®g the documents were more than 
'a dozen Iron Crosses which had been sent here 
from Getrmany for bestowa&al up®n Germans liv- 
ing in the United States. There was also a 
Gold Cross of the Sixth Order of the Crown

left in his custody more than that they were 
of the greatest importance and must be looked 
upon by no living creature until they were safely 
returned, after the close of the war, into Ger- 
man hands. As the representative of a neutral 
Government the Swiss Consul could regard his 
trust only as something almost sacred. Indeed, 
when a newspaper representative recently went 
to a chief Swiss official at the consulate and 
sought permission to photograph the room con- 
taining, as the Swiss official supposed, the Ger- 
man documents, the request was firmly though 
courteously refused on the ground that it would 
be a breach of official etiquette. 

At the time the German papers were fored 
in the Swiss consulate there were at least two 
Germans connected with the embassy in Wash- 
ington who relate that they had personal griev- 
ances against their chiefs and against the Ger- 
man Government. One of these is said to have 
been in love with an American girl and this if 
true, may have had something to do with his 
attitude toward his own Government. 

It is well known that much friction and jeal- 
ousy had existed between Von Bernstorff and 
Dr. Albert. Similar jealousies had arisen among 
minor officials. The German: official group in 
this country, so it appears now, was far from 
being a harmonious unit. 


Five Americans Seized Papers. 


At any rate, one of these Germans talked 


rather freely about the nature of the’ papers 


that were being left ‘in the Swiss consulate. 
There had, of course, been no particular secret 
about-the fact that the Swiss Consul, as a neu- 
tral envéy, would act as cnstodian for a lot of 
German correspondence. But nobody had sus- 
pected that papers of such noteworthy impor- 
tance, containing a mass of incriminating evi- 
dence, would be left behind in this country by 
the Germans. That knowledge first came from 
one of the disgruntled employes of the German 
embassy. The information was passed along 
until it chanced to reach the ears of two red- 
corpuscled Americans, adventurous spirits, who 
saw an opportunity to perform a service for 
their Government that the Government could 
not perform itself. Even if it had been aware 
of the existence and startling nature of the 
papers the United States Government could not 
have obtained them. There was no interna- 
tional law or precedent whatsoever by which 
the Swiss Consul or the Swiss Government, being 
neutral, could be forced into giving up such 
papers. 

But the two American citizens, able-bodied, 
two-fisted persons, having picked up the valuable 
bit of information regarding the importance of 
the papers and their resting place, determined 
to let themselves in on a real adventure. They 
took into their project three friends, one of 
whom was familiar with locks and safe opening 
devices. It was this group of five who finally 
obtained the German papers. 

Their plan from the beginning was to act on 
their own initiative and undergo whatever risk ( 
was involved as a matter of patriotic duty. If 
successful they would turn over a real prize |

prepared to stand the consequences, 
this might include capture and arrest. 
task involved working by stealth in the night- 
time, practically as burglars—but if burglars 
they were obliged to be, they became, indeed, 
glorious, exalted burglars. Except for what 
these five men accomplished their country would 
have been far less successful in coping with 
German attacks from within. Because of the 
important knowledge it gained from these rec- 
ords the Government was able to reach out and 
put its finger on German agents theretofore un- 
suspected. 

As a preliminary to the big task they had 
cut out for themselves the five men obtained the 
use of an office in the same building, at 11 
Broadway, where the Swiss consulate is. For- 
tunately one of the five was well acquainted 
with a man who had a suite of offices in the 
building. They needed an office for a sort of 
base of operations, for a place to which they 
might deposit temporarily any papers they cap- 
tured. They also needed an excuse to be in 
the building night after night that they might 
learn the hours of the night watchman and thus 
contrive to avoid him, 

First they had their lock expert fashion a 
key to the outer door of the consular offices 
and one night they went to look the layout over. 
To all appearances the German papers were 
stored in two large safes, several sections of 
metal filing cases and a steel trunk. 


Seals Bore Official German Stamp. 


Each safe and each filing case was bound} 
around with rope and with red, white and black 
tape—in much,the same manner that a shoe box 
is tied. with a piece of string at a store. The 
knots*in the tape or rope were invariably cov- 
ered with sealing wax of a special kind not easily 
imitated and the wax was stamped with the of- 
ficial German seal. 

Particular care had been given, apparently, to 
the sealing up of the larger safe. Pieces of seal- 
ing wax, bearing the official stamp, shad been 
stuck‘at intervals all along the cracks at the 
edges of the safe doors. Official tape had been 
wound back and forth between the handles of | 
the double doors of the safe and the knots were. 
sealed and stamped. The tape was also fastened ( 
‘against the flat surface of the safe doors with 
‘sealing wax and this, too bore the official stamp.

because, for some reason, the men had an idea 
that the papers it contained might be of the 


fully sealed up the visitors assumed that !t must 
contain the most valuable papers. They deter- 
mined, therefore, to try to open that safe frst 
of all. But.even aside from the problem. of 
working the combination, it looked like an im- 
possibility to open the doors without disturb- 
ing the tape and seals. 

If these seals were noticeably marred it soon 
would be discovered that the safe had been 
tampered with. This would prevent later visits 
and, furthermore, if it became known that the 
papers were gone part of the value they might 
have in tracing German agents might be lost. 

The ,visitors saw. that if they were to open 
the safe and not. have their work afterward 
discovered they would need several ingenious 
tools. When they returned a few night later 
they were equipped with such tools and devices 
as were required. The most noteworthy of 
these was an. electrical contrivance which 
could be ‘attached to one of the electric light 
sockets near the safe. The working part of this 
consisted of ai ¥-shaped instrument between 
the two prongs of Which was stretched a fine 
wire. This wire, when heated by the electrical 
current, could pe passed underneath the seals 
where they adheréd to the flat surface of the 
safe. In this-way the seals could be removed 
one at a time without disturbing the impression 
of the official stamp. Later the seals ‘could be 
glued back to the.aame places from which they 


had been i ae “= 
There was ihe problém of getting the 


tape removed “fret the handles of the: safe 
doors; But.tie — chancéd to’ hit on a plan 
for doing this t e the job absurdly sim- 
ple. 

Instead of try bie to remove the seals and un- 
wind the tape they removed the little invisible 
cotter-pin which held the grip part of each 
handle in place. Then the whole mass of tape 
could be slipped right over the knob of the 
handle. The handles showed slight blemishes 
where the pins had been removed, but this was 
quickly remedied by simply polishing the 
abrasion in ¢he nickel plating and applying a 
little nickel plating solution. 


Worked All Night Removing Documents. 


The job of opening the safe, removing the 
contents an@ restoring’ the safe to its previous 
condition occupied the five men from about 
11 o’clock at night until toward daylight. It 
was many days before they dared return to 
continue the search. While the nature of the 
papers in this safe was disappointing, the Ger- 
mans, with typical German inefficiency, had 
left in the safe a great quantity of paper seals 
of exactly the same kind that they had used 
in sealing up the drawers of the metal filing 
cases. The possession of these seals greatly sim- 
plified the job of opening thest drawers later 
on, 

On a certain night while the Americans were 
at work on these files a man, now supposed to 
have been the night watchman, came along and 
nearly stumbled upon them. One of the five 
men had established himself as a lookout in 
a public washroom down the corridor a* few 
paces from the outer door of the consulate. 

It was arranged that if 4anger should 
threaten he would walk down the corridor and 
give two quick taps on the door. On the night 
mentioned he did hear someone coming up a 
stairway. Quickly he gave the alarm and then 
hastened back to his secret post. The men 
who had been operating on the filing cases 
flicked off their electrié light, which was a 
specially arranged one that flluminated only a 
limited area. They gained hiding places under 
tables and behind desks barely in time to be out 
of sight when the watchman, if such it was, 
opened the door. and peered inside. 
was there evidently just as a matter of routife, 
in the course of his regular rounds, and did 
not chance to notice anything unusual about 
the office—though one of the searchers was 
lying within four feet of him. After a moment 
or two he continued eon his waft. 

Every detail of the plan of restoring the safes 
and filing cases to their usual condition was 
carefully thought out. One man was even as- 
signed to the job of seeing to it that the dust 
on the filing cases was about as it had been. He 
swept up dust from the floor and placed it 
where finger marks might have showed. 

The visits of the five men continued, begin- 
ning probably late in April, until the early part 
of July, and it.is believed that in the early 
morning of the Fourth of July, by way of 
patriotic coincidence, the last of the German 
documents were removed from the consulate. 

On this final visit the fiVe men arranged to 
open a section of filling cases and also the steel 
trunk which was locked and sealed about as the 
It had been left until the last 


least importance. The truth was that the Ger- 
mans had intended this trunk to contain the 
most important documents of all. But when the 
men succeeded in~op the one remaining 
section of the filing cases and this steel trunk 
they had a surprise that left them breathless.

Having once obtained the papers the Govern- 
ment set translators to work on them, The 
variety of information thén acquired was really 
astounding, for the seized correspondences 
showed how intricately Germany had allied its

For example, thére was.a German-owned.con-! 
cern, the chief business of which was the man~ 
ufacture and installation of what is known as 
“inside transportation’’—railroad .dump cara, 
traveling cranes and machinery of a similar 
sort, used in large industrial plants. This was 
the American branch of a gréat. German house 
whose tentacles reached Into all the great coun-; 
tries of the world. For 20 years they had pwt 
in bids for equipment for various plants in thie 
country and throughout this 20 years the speci-~ 
fications, floor plans and elevations were regu- 
larly placed on file in the offices of one of the 
military departments of Berlin. 

The Albert letters show that there were in 
this country 18 branches of German insu 
companies which collected for their own use

MANUFACTURING COTTON AT HOME. 

As a result of the English embargo on American | 
cotton, Texas is seriously discussing the manufac-— 
turing of cotton. True, the discussion is not new. | 
Indeed, it may be classed as one of. those hopeful | | 
perennials, fair to contemplate as a mirage, and as | 
unsubstantial. But the embargo has furnished a new | 
impetus, a new necessity, for undertaking the project. | 
It is manifest that the welfare of sb important an) 
industry as growing cotton should not be: dependent | 
upon the whim or interest of a foreign enterprise. | 
That such is the ca8e is disquietingly revealed by 
the embargo which has temporarily paralyzed a sup-| 
posedly healthy market and left many a cotton plant- 
er holding the bag. | 

And along with the necessity of putting itself in| 
possession of its own industry, so to speak, the pro- | 
ponents of manufacturing cotton in Texas can file a! 
persuasive brief. Other Southern states have done | 
it, Why not Texas? For example, South Carolina, 
with almost 56,000,000 spindles, is now our second 
largest cotton manufacturing State. North Carolina | 
is a close third. Georgia is fifth. Those three states | 
memufacture practically all the cotton they grow— 
say 2,500,000 bales a year. 

The importance te Texas of manufacturing her 
own cotton can be appreciated when we consider that 
Texas alone produces about as much cotton as North | 
Carolina, South Carolina and Georgia together. And 
the Texas production of 2,500,000 bales would doubt- | 
less be increased if there was a home market for | 
the staple. Moreover, Texas has a million-bale neigh- | 
bor in Oklahoma, which also, under the incentive | 
and assurance of home spindles, could materially 
raise that figure. 

There is nothing fanciful in assuming that Texas | 
and Oklahoma, jointly, would produce 4,000,000 bales | 
if they manufactured the cotton they grow.

MADRID, Feb. 27.—Gen. Valer-| 
iano Weyler, who during the Span- 
ish-American war was the most cari- 
catured and headlined man in the 
United States, is still, despite his 90 
years and the serious illness that he 
suffered last year, one of the most 
active and energetic men in Spain. 

His automobile, taking him from 
his residence near the Royal Palace, 
across the city to the Ministry of 
War, where he, as chief of the gen- 
eral staff, presides over the daily 
sessions of that body, is’ invariably 
the first to be seen on the streets of 
late-rising Madrid. With the little 
figure in a worn uniform, or later 
in the year, wrapped in a great coat, 
the car makes a quick dash through 
the empty streets bringing the aged 
Captain-General to his office long 
before his younger, but not more ac- 
tive colleagues. 

Cannot Be Retired. 

Being a Captain-General, Gen. 
Weyler cannot be retired according 
to Spanish military law, having in)

Petroleum  Refiners’ Association, :

It is said that the, 
needed capital has been obtained | 
and that the line will be in opera- | 
tion within a year. This will be the 
first pipe line to carry light oils from 
Oklahoma. Several lines now carry . 
crude oil. 

It is proposed to further obtain ° 
cheaper transportation by establish- 
ing, at the point the pipe line 
crosses the Mississippi River, facili- 
ties for transferring the refined oils 
to river carriers for transport to cus- 
tomers as far north as St. Paul, as 
far south as New Orleans, and to 
points on the Ohio and Tennessee 
Rivers. It further is proposed _ to 
build a pipe line from Oklahoma to 
New Orleans for the transport of 
gasoline, kerosene and fuel oil for 
export. 

B. B. Shock, president of the 
Indlahoma Refining Co., which has 
its main offices in St. Louis and re- 
fineries in East St. Louls and Ok- 
mulgee, Okla., is chairman of a com- 
mittee named to establish the pipe 
line. | 
“This pipe Jine will enable the in- | 
dependent refineries to more closely 
follow the ~“competition- of the 
Standard Oil Co.,"’ Shock said. “The 
Standard now has several pipe lines 
through which it sends crude oils to 
refineries scattered in various parts 
of the country, where it refines the 
oils and ships to customers at a 
minimum freight charge.” Recently 
the rates on light ojls in tank cars 
from Oklahoma were advanced, 
while the Standard escaped a raise 
on its pipe line carrying costs. The 
delivery of gasoline, kerosene and 
fuel oil to customers of independent 
refineries by pipe line will tend to 


reduce the advantage enjoyed by the |. 


Standard.”

The closing exercises of the first 
school for chauffeurs hel@ in any 
city in the United States on safe 
driving and observance of traffic 
regulations will be held March 25 at 
8 p. m., at Union Electric Hall, 
Twelfth and Locust streets.

Long Lost Tribute to Washington 
By Lincoln Is Discovered

NEW YORK, Feb.

EVENTY-EIGHT years ago 
S 220 tomorrow, in Spring- 
field, Ill, where his tomb is 
now a shrine before which a na- 
tion bows in reverence, young 
Abraham Lincoln paid tribute to 
George Washington. The words 
he uttered there, perhaps as 
eloquent as his world-famed 
Gettysburg address, have been 
lost for three-quarters of a cen- 
tury in the pages of a country 
newspaper hidden away in the 
files of the Congressional Li- 
brary. They were brought to 
light to be given to the world 
for the first time almost on the 
eve of another birthday of the 
first President. 


“This is the one hundred 
and tenth anniversary of the 
birthday of Washington,”’ he 
said. ‘“‘We.are met to cele- 
brate this day. Washington is 
the mightiest name on earth 
—long since mightiest in the 
cause of civil liberty; still 
mightiest in moral reforma- 


tion. On that name aa eulogy 
is expected. It cannot be. To 
add brightness to the sun or 
glory to the name of Wash- 
ington is alike impossible. 
Let none attempt it. In sol- 
emn awe pronounce the name, 
and in its naked, deathless 
splendor, leave it Washing- 
ton.”’ 


The text of this unknown ex- 
ample of Lincoln’s' eloquence 
was found in Washington by 
Lucien High Alexander of 
Philadelphia, who gave it to 
the Associated Press today. An 
account of the ceremony at 
which Lincoln spoke was con- 
tained in the copy of the Sanga- 
mon journals published. at 
Springfield Feb. 25, 1842. The 
tribute to Washington was the 
final paragraph of an address 
upon another subject and the 
address in full was published in 
the Journal] of March 16.

Their investigations traced the poi- 
son to the stuffed olives shipped from 
here. 

Warning to Housewives. 

McLaughlin warned housewives to 
beware of preserved goods having an 
unpleasant odor. The affected olives 
have a noticeable ‘Smell and are 
usually soft. The germ, it is believed, 
can be killed by boiling preserved 
goods, and McLaughlin advises 
housewives to cook all food taken 
from the tin or glass containers. 

McLaughlin, in his statement, says: 

“Housewives and cooks in all 
towns mentioned in the list are urged 
to search their pantry shelves for 
these stuffed olives with the labo!s 
given and to return them at once, 
unopened, to the grocer. Grocers 
are directed to hold these ulives, suo- 
ject to further instructions from the 
distributers.

The United State Department 
of Agriculture has issued the state- 
ment that botulinus poison: is never 
present in sound food. 

“All available scientific informa- 
tion indicates that food containing 
the bacillus botulinus has a peculiar 
odor, which should attract the atten- 
tion of a careful housewife. Olives 
found contaminated with this poison 
usually have been soft and odorous.” 

Of 64 cases of the poisoning’ re- 
ported since its discovery, in 1899, 64 
cases have been in California, Mce- 
Laughlin says. A number of cases 
have been caused by home preserved 
fruits and vegetables.

GARDNER TO URGE PARTY 
HARMONY UPON DEMOCRATS 


Expected to Advise State Convention Not to 
Adopt Platform—W ould End Fight 
On Reed.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 21.—It

Gardner, who will be temporary 
chairman of the Democratic State 
Convention at Joplin April 22, in-

mean the election of United States 
Senator Reed as a delegate from 
Missouri to the Democratic Na- 
tional Convention. 

The Governor's prozram for his 
convention speech, as construed »y 
his friends to whom he has out- 
lined it, is to insist that Reed shall 
make no speech attacking the league 
of nations, and also that the op- 
ponents of Reed, who have urged 
that the party in Missouri shall not 
indorse his opposition to the na- 
tional administration by electing him 
a delegate, shall cease their opposi- 
tion. 

While it is considered doubtful 
that Reed can be held in check, the 
Governor’s program is very pleasing 
to Reed’s followers, who will be 
content if he is elected a’ delegate. 


Senator will be satisfied with that 
sort of approval, and if he will 
not insist upon a direct indorse- 
ment of him. Such a course, many 
Democrats say, would most certain- 
ly overthrow all of the Governor's 
harmony plans. 
Possible Bolt Considered. 

Comment here connects the Gov- 
ernor’s harmony scheme with his ex- 
pected candidacy for United States 
Senator, the idea advanced being 
that the Governor fears that if the 
party snubs Reed, the Senator’s fol- 
lowers will bolt the ticket and cost 
the party success in the November 
election. 

The anti-Reed men, who are op- 
posing his election as a delegate, 
take the position that Reed in the 
national convention would make the 
fight on the league of nations that 
he has made in the Senate, an‘ 
that for party reasons Missouri 
should not make it possible for him 
to speak in the convention.

Employe of Macaroni Manu- 
facturers Held Up Near 
St. Louis Avenue Plant, in 
View of Several Persons. 


Miss Josie Droege, 21 years old, 
of 2706 Madison street, assistant

William J. Reid, Who Was Wanted 
Here in 1812, Sentenced 
in Washington. 

William J. Reid, etinensilindealll 
check forger, who was sought by 
the St. Louis police in 19.2 for @ 
$760 swindle on the Wilber Mer- 
cantile Agency here, was sentenced 
in Washington yesterday, according 
to a dispatch, to 30 years in the Fed- 
eral Penitentiary. 

Reid, who is 53 years old, is said 
to have spent more than one-half 
of his life in penal institutions, 

His convittion in Washington In 
the Federal District Court followed 
the passing of a worthless check for 
/ $10,000 on a real estate firm. 

Reid escaped from prison in 
Springfield, Mass. in 1904. He 
served a seven-year term in the 
prison at Folsom, Cal., and has been 
dnvolved in swindles in Argenta, 
Ark.: Denver, Chicago, Indianapo- 
lis and Michigan towns.

LONDON LOOKS FOR HIGH MONEY 


By Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch 
and New York Evening Post. 


LONDON, Feb. 21.—Comment among 
our bankers on the American position 
Is that you can probably make your 
Federal Reserve rediscount rates ef- 
fective in checking expansion be- 
cause you are not hampered by a 
huge floating debt. In our case the 
situation is necessarily determined 
by the Government’s rate on its own 
treasury bills, while the banks have 
the power of automatically increas- 
ing the volume of credit, if they 
choose, ehey not renewing expiring 
treasury bills, the total of which still 
runs into thousands of millions. 

Nevertheless, business profits ev- 
erywhere are so high that it is be- 
lieved that nothing short of very 
high money rates will really check 
the activities of traders. The funda- 
mentals of the situation include a 
world-wide shortage of goods, Hence, 
supposing a temporary check in your 
export trade should occasion easier 
credits in the United States, with a 
consequent improvement in sterling 
exchange at New York, it may be 


exports of countries like India and 
South America, it ts considered that 
your gold exports must proceed fur- 
ther. However, you should be able 
eventually to control these shipments 
and the general situation by higher 
interest rates if yo# think it well to 
impose them. This would involve 
some cost to your trade activities. 
Any possibility of political or finan- 
cial misunderstanding between Brit- 
ian and America is especially regret- 
table, because there will be an inevi- 
table financial mishap if the two 
countries are unable ‘to co-operate 
skilfully and intelligently with re- 
gard to financing the needy areas of 
Europe in the next few years. 

It is believed here that the outlook 
for all fixed interest bearing secur- 
ities everywhere, including America, 
is poor because of large trade activ- 
ities and the monetary prospects. 
But probably the activity in specula- 
tive securities will be brought to a 


halt because of a shortage of stocks | 


and labor unrest. 

A great trade reaction would be 
disastrous and seems improbable. A 
continued rise of prices, however, 
would occasion more serious unrest.

“IN STOCKS WIT 
RLS LEADERS 


Improvement in Foreign Ex- 
change Helps Bulls—Trad- 
ing on Enormous Scale. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
. Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, 
NEW YORK, Feb. 21.—The Evening 

Post, in its weekly copyrighted fi- 

nancial review today, says: 

“The recovery in the railway 
shares this week, their sudden and 
complete assumption of leadership in 
the market, had several aspects >?f 
particular interest. It is more than 
four years since the railway stocks 
have engaged in a prolonged and 
vigorous advance. In the spring of 
1915, their very rapid rise was due 
to discovery that the investment pow- 
er of this country had not been par- 
gliyzed and that Europe was 0»not 
about to empty on our reopened mar- 
ket, at any price and in unlimited 
amounts, the entire holdings of her 
investors. In the autumn of the 
‘game year, it was news that our rail- 
ways in the sudden revival of trade, 
were making the largest monthly 
earnings of their history which start- 
ed the ball rolling again. Between 
the two periods of 1915, advances of 
20 to 50 per cent had been made. 

“But this was the last demonstra- 
tion of the kind. In 1916, though the 
Stock Exchange was engaged in a 
vast speculation for the rise in other 
stocks, the railway shares hung back. 
They were lower in December than 
in January. Earnings had grown 
more uncertain; labor troubles mu)- 
tiplied. Thea came our own entry 
into the European war; the Govern- 
ment’s seizure of the roads for Fed- 
eral operation; and the prodigious 
increase in the wage scale, in part 
counterbalanced by the large increase 


' $n rates. 


“With the war at-an end, we had 
first the clamor for permanent pub- 
lic ownership and operation. Next. 
when the people showed (as they did 
with unmistakable emphasis) that 
they wished for nothing of that sort, 
the public was favored with a series 
of labor union manifestos—the back- 
wash, as we can now understand bet- 
ter than we could last autumn from 
the wave of Bolshevik propaganda 
which was then sweeping temporari- 
ly around the world. 

“This shock subsideq also, But 
hardly had the ‘Plumb plan,’ with its 
nostrum of Soviet management of 
transportation, been tossed into tho 
limbo of discarded absurdities, when 
paralysis seemed to descend on Con- 
gress. Yet new legislation was ab- 
Bolutely indispensable. Even when 
the bills were forced through House 
and Senate at the eleventh hour, they 
Boomed to be incompatable with one 
another. Barely a month ago, both 
Wall Street and Washington were 
talking of hopeless disagreement in 
the Conference Committee and of re- 
turn of the conferees to their respec- 
tive chambers for endless debate and 
new instructions. 

“It is certainly not Strange that. 
after such an experience railway 
shares should have been selling this 
month at prices not only 20 to 50 
points below the high level of 1915, 
but far below even the worst price 
reached in the war panic of July, 
1914. Now, with the new railway bill 
actually reported back to Congress, 
the market for the shares, which for. 
three or four years has been dis- 
counting nothing but calamity, pre- 
sents at least an interesting position. 
Its movement after this week’s sud- 
den recovery—which was like ar 
awakening from sleep—will be 
Watched with the closest attention. 

“Like everything else in this new 
World after the war, the railways 
will not be, even in their his- 
tory, what they were before 1914. 
We shall not have another ‘Harriman 
episode,’ but neither shall we be 
treated to any more chapters of ‘Rock 
Island finance. The circumstances 
and restrictions under which the 
Properties will now go out into the 
world again to their living are so 
movel that the most experienced rail- 
Way man hesitates to predict the 
result; but the consensus of sober 
financial judgment apparently is that 
there is at least some tangible basis 
on which to formulate the future of 
the railway industry. | 

“That there will be 
obstacles enough to surmount, every- 
one knows. The old time margin of 
Profit in railway enterprises will not 
exist under the daw, and it will re- 
main to be discovered what is to be 
the prospect of the less favorablly 
located and less adequately equipped 
systems. Much will depend on the 
attitude of the Interstate Commerce

We-—I was accompanied by Vic- 
tor O. Kubes, motion picture pho- 
tographer, who was my companion 
throughout my Russian trip—scaled 
these impressive barriers without 
great difficulty, but not until the last 
day of our stay in Moscow. Having 
found our way through the dilapi- 
dated corridors and anterooms of 
the one-time palace of Czars, we sat 


ing to wait fully an hour before be-

Room Lined With Bookcases. 

Ten minutes later, however, a little 
hunchbacked woman, his confiden- 
tial secretary, ushered us into Le- 
nine’s office. It was a medium-sized 
room, lined with bookcases and 
wholly lacking that ministerial mag- 
nificence which had characterized 
Trotzky’s audience thamber. Lenine 
arose at the desk at which he had 
been seated, shook hands briskly 
and began to ply Kubes with ques- 
tions about his photographic work. 

He evidenced much interest’ to 
learn how Kubes had filmed _ the 
signing of the peace treaty at Ver- 
sailles. ‘So there, too, there’s the 
dictatorship of the photographer,” 
he remarked, smilingly. 

Then he turned to me, observing 
brusquely: “And you represent the 
New York World. The organ of your 
Government, is it not?’’ 

Neither here nor elsewhere, when 
he might have done so appropriately, 
did Lenine mention President Wil- 
son. Kk seemed to me that he delib- 
erately avoided speaking of the 
President, hesitating, perhaps, to 
injure our feelings as Americans by 
any invidious reference to our chief 
executive. 

While Kubes, whose directions he 
obeyed with smiling docility, was 
posing him for the camera, I had a 
chance to study the physical aspects 
of the man who has done more to 
turn the world upside down and who 
has aroused deeper hatreds and fears 
than even William of Hohenzollern. 

With his balt pate, squinty eyes, 
broad nose, thickish lips and  un- 
kempt reddish gray beard, Lenine is.

Declares Europe Cannot Get on Its Feet Without Her 
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each subject brought up with the un- 
hesitating promptitude of one who 
knows his own mind thoroughly. 

Of the allies’ reported decision to 
lift the blockade he said: 

“It is hard to. see sincerely behind 
so vague a proposal, coupled as it 
seems to be with preparations to at- 
tack us afresh through Poland. At 
first glance the Supreme Council’s 
proposition looks plausible enough 
—the resumption of commercial re- 
lations through the medium of the 
Russian co-operatives. But the co- 
operatives do not any longer exist, 
having been assimilated into our So- 
viet distribution organs. Therefore, 
what is meant when the allies talk 
of dealing with the co-operatives 
certainly is not clear. 

‘Therefore, I say that closer exam- 
ination convinces us that this Paris 
decision is simply a move in the al- 
lied chess game, the motives of 
which are still obscure.” Lenine 
paused a moment, then added with 
a broad grin: 

“Far obscurer, for instance, than 
Marshal Foch’s intended visit to 
Warsaw.” 

I asked if he deemed the proba- 
bility of a Polish offensive serious 
(it must be recalled that in Russia 
the talk is of a drive of the Poles 
against the Bolsheviki, not vice 
versa). 

“Beyond doubt,” Lenine replied, 
“Clemenceau and Foch are very, 
very serious gentlemen, and the one 
originated and the other is going to 
carry out this offensive scheme. It 
is a grave menace, of course, but we 
have faced graver ones. It does not 
cause uS fear so much as disappoint- 
ment that the allies should still pur- 
sue the impossible. 
fensive can no more settle the Rus- 
sian problem for them than did Kol- 
chak’s and Denikine’s. Poland has 
many troubles of her own, remem- 
ber. And it is obvious that she can 
get no help from any of her neigh- 
bors, including Rumania.” 


“American Bankers Fear Us.” 


“Yet peace seems nearer than be- 
fore,’’ I suggested. 

“Yes, that’s true. If peace is a 
corrolary of trade with us, the al- 
lies cannot avoid it much longer. I 
have heard that Millerdnd, Clemen- 
ceau’s successor, expresses willling- 
ness to envisage commercial rela- 
tions with the Russian people. Per- 
haps this heralds a change of front 
among the French capitalists. But 
Churchill ts still strong in England, 
and Lloyd George, who. probably 
wants to do business with us, dare 
not risk an open rupture with the 
political and financial interests sup- 
porting the Churchill policy.”

“It is hard to see clearly what is 
going on there. Your bankers seem 
to fear us more than ever. At any 
rate, your Government is instituting 
more violently repressive measures 
not only against the Socialists but 
against the working class in general 
than any other rovernment, even 
the reactionary French. Apparently 
it is persecuting foreigners. And 
yet, what would America be without 
her foreign workers? They are an 
absolute necessity to your economic 
development. 

“Still, some American manufac- 
turers appear to have begun to re- 
alize that making money in Russia 
is wiser than making war against 
Russia, which is a good sign. We 
shall need American manufactures 
—locomotives, automobiles, etc.— 
more than those of any other coun- 
try.”’ 

“And your peace terms?” 

“Tt is idle to talk further about 
them,” Lenine returned emphatical- 
ly. “All the world knows that we 
are prepared to make peace on terms 
the fairness of which ever the most | 
imperialistic capitalists could not | 
dispute. We have reiterated and re- | 
iterated our desire for peace, our 
need for peace and our readiness to 
give foreign eapital the most gener- 
ous concessions and guarantees. But 
we do not propose to be strangled to 
death for the sake of peace.”

There 
we were joined by Comrade Oulia- 
novna, Lenine’s wife (she_prefers to 
use her husband’s real name, Vladi- 
mir llitch Oullanovna). 

Lenine’s wife is a quiet, middle- 
aged woman who looks even more a 
proletarian than her spouse, but who 
talks four languages and is an au- 
thority on secular education. Subse- 
quently one of Lenine’s cats strolled 
in and perched on hfs knee. Resum- 
ing his pronounctments on the af- 
fairs of nations amid these incon- 
gruous surroundings, the president 
of the People’s Commissaries ob- 
served trenchantly: 

“The statesmen of the Entente 
and the United States do not seem to 
understand that Russia’s present 
economic distress is simply a part 
of the world’s economic distress. Un- 
til the economic problem is faced 
from a world standpoint and not 
merely from the standpoint of cer- 
tain nations or group of nations, a 
solution is impossible. Without 
Russia Europe cannot get on her 
feet. And with Europe prostrate, 
America’s position becomes critical. 
What good is America’s wealth if 
she cannot buy with it that which 
she needs? America cannot eat or 
wear the gold she has accumulated, 
can she? She can’t trade profitably, 
that is, on a basis that would be of 
real value to her, with Burope until 
Europe is able to give her the things 
she wants in exchange for that 
which she has to give. And Europe 
cannot give her those things until 
she is on her feet economicahy. 

“In Russia we have wheat, flax, 
platinum, potash and many minerals 
of which the whole world stands in 
desperate need. The world must 
come to us for them in the end, Bol- 
shevism or no Bolshevism. There are 
signs that a realization of this truth 
is gradually awakening. But mean- 
while not only Russia, but all Europe 
is going to pieces, and the Supreme 
Council still indulges in tergiversa- 
tion. Russia can be saved from ut- 
ter ruin and Europe, too, but it must 
be done soon and quickly. And the 
Supreme Council is so slow, so very 
slow. In fact, it has already been 
dissolved, I believe, in favor of a 
Council of Ambassadors, leaving 
nothing settled and with only a 
league of nations, which is nonex- 
istent, still-born, to take its place. 
How can the league of nations pos- 
sibly come to life without the United 
States to give it »ackbone?”’ 

1 inquired as te whether the So- 
viet Government was satisfied with 
the military situation. 

‘Very much so,” Lenine' replied 
promptly. “The only symptoms of 
further military aggression against 
us are those I spoke of in Poland. If 
Poland embarks on such an adven- 
ture there will be more suffering on 
both sides, more lives needlessly sac- 
rificed. But even Foch could not 
give the Poles victory. 
not defeat the red army, 
Churchill himself fought with 
them.’’ Here Lenine threw back his 
head and laughed grimly. Then he 
went on in a graver vein: 


“We can be crushed, of course, by 
any one of the big allied Powers if 
they can send their own armies 
against us. But that they dare not 
do. The extraordinary paradox is 
compared 


every armed force, including British, 
American and French troops that 
they have agreed to send against her 
but to win diplomatic and moral vic- 
tories as well over the cordon sani- 
taire countries.’’ 

“And Russia’s internal situation?” 

“It is critical but hopeful. With 
spring the food shortage will be 
overcome to the extent at least of 
saving the cities from famine. There 
will be sufficient fuel then, too. The 
reconstruction period is underway, 
thanks to the red army’s stupendous 
performances. Now parts of that 
army are transformed into armies of 
labor, and extraordinary phenome- 
non only possible in a country strug- 
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They could | 
even if | 


gling toward a high ideal. Certain- 
ly it could not be done in capitalist 
countries. We have sacrificed every- 
thing to victory over our armed an- 
tagonists in the past; and now we 
shall turn all our strength to econo- 
mic rehabilitation. It will take years, 
but we shall win out in the end.” 

“When do you think Communism 
will be complete in Russia?” 

The question was a poser, I 
thought, but Lenine replied immedi- 
ately: 

“We mean to electrify our entire 
industrial systems through power 
stations in the Urals and elsewhere. 
Our engineers tell us it wil] take 10 
years. When the electrification is 
accomplished it will be the first im- 
portant stage on the road to the 
Communistic administration of pub- 
lic economic life. All our industries 
will receive their motive power from 
a common source,-capable of sup- 
plying them all adequately. This 
will eliminate wasteful competition 
in the quest of fuel and place manu- 
facturing enterprise on a sound eco- 
nomic footing, without which we 
cannot hope to achieve a full meas- 
ure of interchange of essential prod- 
ucts in accordance with Communist 
principles. 

“Incidentally, in three years we 
expect to have 50,000,000 incandes- 
cent lamps burning in Russia. There 
are 70,000,000 in the United States, 
I believe, but in a land where elec- 
tricity is in its infancy more than 
two-thirds of that number is a very 
high figure to achieve. Electrification 
is to my mind the most momentous 
of the great tasks that confront us.”

Doctors Condemn 


IG, round spectacle lenses were condemned at 

the recent meeting of the American Medical As- 

sociation, on the grounds that they are too 

large and too widely separated and that they 
turn in their frames. 

The New York Medical Journal] says the latter is the 
really serious defect. The reason is that the majority 
oi spectacles are made to correct a certain degree of 
astigmatism. The doctor carefully and accurately 
measures the amount and axis of this and prescribes 
glasses accordingly. His prescription may call for a 
lens for the right eye that is more powerful in the 
upper half than it is in the lower. The optician 
makes the glasses accordingly and springs them into 
their frames. They are held only by friction. Some- 
times cement is put in, but this soon loses its power.

John LaCari, hopelessly injured in fall from scaffold in 
World’s Fair grounds, starts in business with $12 
capital—Now owns and conducts successful hard- | 
ware store—Customers write on blackboard names 
of things they wish to purchase and at shopkeeper’s 
direction help themselves — His view of life now 


cheerful and philosophic -0- 


ET those who despair in adversity and hope- 
lessly surrender to iJl-health read the story 
of John LaCari, invalid and hardware deal- 
er at 3225 Olive street, and take heart. Al- 
though bound to a wheel chair and quite 
deaf, John LaCari in poverty surmounted 
a multiplicity of disheartening circum- 

stances and founded what is today a prosperous busi- 
ness, which is conducted with the help of his good cus- 
tomers, who make known their wants by writing on a 
blackboard, and at LaCari‘’s direction help themselves 
to his wares. 

John LaCari was born in Rome, Italy, in 1870, and 
when still a child was brought to this country by his 
parents, who settled in New York. He grew up, re- 
ceiving his education from the school of life, learning 
to speak the English language. LaCari became an 
interior decorator, and when the United States went 
to war with Spain he, then 28 years old, fought with 
the 169th New York Regiment at Santiago. Upon his 
return to New York he resumed his old occupation 
and helped decorate the homes of Helen Gould, Stuy- 
vesant Fish, William K. Vanderbilt Jr. and several 
persons of wealth, whom he calls “The Kings of New 
York.” 

When the World's Fair was being built in this city, 
he came to work here, and it was in a fall from the 
Administration Building that he was crippled. A scaf- 
folding supporting him and several other men col- 
lapsed and he suffered an injury to the spine from 
which he has not recovered. 

When LaCari realized his predicament he began to 
wonder what he could do, what line he could follow in 
order to earn a living. It would have to be something 
wherein climbing had no place. Painting or fresco- 
ing could no longer be done by him. He had no insur- 
ance and his capital to start with was $12. 

He thought of selling periodicals, then of having a 
grocery store, but finally decided that it would be 
better to try paint, with which he was familiar. So 
his $12 was invested in paints, and a little woodshed 
at 3139 Olive street served as his first store. The busi- 
ness grew slowly but surely and when the little wood- 
shed became too small to hold his increasing stock, 
he removed to 3203 Olive street. The business also 
outgrew this place and then he removed to his present 
location at 3225 Olive street. 

His place is not now merely a paint shop, but a fully 
equipped hardware store, with a stock which he values 
in excess of $30,000, and is patronized not only by a 
large neighborhood trade, but by many large building 
ccntractors as well. 

Five years ago LaCari was afflicted in another man- 
ner, which made it increasingly difficult to conduct the 
business, and which makes his continued success as a 
merchant seem phenomenal. Heé lost his hearing, sud- 
denly and completely. To overcome this added afflic- 
tion he had placed in the rear of his store a black- 
board, upon which he requires a customer to write 
with chalk what is wanted. Then LaCari wheels his 
chair down the aisle, points to the place on the sh«lves 
or in the showcases where the article is kept and 
the customer helps himself. This is the miauner in 
which he conducts his business. “I ask my good cus- 
tomers to help themselves,”’ he explained. “This is a 
help yourself hardware store.” 

Simultaneously with the loss of his hearing he mar- 
ried, and when this coincidence was remarked upon he 
said: ‘Well, some marry for love, others for a cook 
and still others for a general maid servant, but I 
married my wife for her ears.’’ He laughed and con- 
tinued: “That is a little joke on my wife.”’ Mrs. 
LaCari is a cheerful woman, helping him in the store 
in the evenings and doing all she can for his comfort. 
When asked if he had any children he replied: ‘No, 
but I have some fine bulldogs.”” And then he told how 
prosperous he was and about the money he had earned 
and saved, in spite of his physical handicaps. 

“IT started out with $12 worth of paint and now my 
store is worth over $30,000. I have money in four 
banks, kid,” was the way he expressed it. ‘‘The other 
day I bought a house across the street at 3308 Olive 
and paid $7500 cash for it. Some day I will build and 
move over there.” He is now living in the flat above 
his store.

Spanish - American 
War and of the 
struggles with some 


customers in de- 

termining what 

they desired by means of the blackboard. 
“Negroes,” he said, “always write with the left 

hand. That is, the most of ‘em do. There must be 


something wrong with them, because they're all left- 
handers. And when a negro writes he spells ‘board,’ 
‘boad.’ Oh, I can read all kinds of writing. I never 
had much need for reading and writing,’’ he continued, 
‘until I couldn’t hear. I went to school just about 
one year of my life and I'll tell you where I got most 
of my education. I got it from reading the Post-Dis- 
patch. I read everything in it every day. 

“News people, that is, people who have never been 
here before, don’t know what to make of this black- 
board and are surprised, but people like you, who 
have been here before, always write to me, and the 
children around here come in and draw pictures on the 
board for me. A funny thing happened the other day: 
A little boy came in and wrote, ‘My mamma wants a 
plumber right away. Please send one over to our 
house.’ At the bottom he put, ‘Please excuse writing, 
John Duffey.’ Now, you know, that was funny to me” 

LaCari is very independent and will accept favors 
from no one. He says he has been able and still is 
able to make an honorable living and doesn’t need 
anyone to help him. It was hard work getting started, 
but continued effort and careful saving placed him 
where he is. At first none of the wholesale houses of 
St. Louis gave him credit, but his good business meth- 
ods soon established abundant credit. 

When asked his full name LaCari answered: “Just 
plain John LaCari. People who amount to anything 
as a rule don’t have many names. For example: Julius 
Caesar, William Shakspeare, George Washington, Ben- 
jamin Franklin, Andrew Jackson, Abraham Lincoln, 
William McKinley, Theodore Roosevelt and Woodrow 
Wilson.”

F a solid ring discolors the skin, one need not cast 
it aside, thinking one has been swindled, for gold 
will tarnish and will leave marks, given the proper 
conditions. The first condition is due to impuri- 
ties in the gold, the alloys used to make it of the de- 
sired karats. These are silver, copper, zinc and some- 
time nickel. All gold under 18 karat has some of these 
alloys, and the acid in the perspiration that exudes 
from the skin will cause tarnishing and discoloration. 
The second condition is due to the gold coming in 
contact with certain substances that are capable of 
tarnishing it. Julius Wodiska, the well-known author- 
ity on precious metals, cites rubber, sulphur, ointments 
containing mercury or arsenic, iodine, complexion lo- 
tions, some hair dyes and numerous solutions for clean- 
ing leather and other fabrics.

This comment by the Rev. A. V. Magee, 

vicar of St. Mark’s, Hamilton terrace, London, and a 
son of the late Archbishop of York, himself a student 
of psychic subjects, is a fair index of the widespread 
extent of the spiritualistic craze which got its foot- 
hold in London during the war, and has now spread 
all over England. No psychic revelation, however im- 
probable, goes without its champions and defenders, 
who are always ready to answer the scoffs and head- 
Shakes of the dissenters and produce spirit photo- 
graphs if necessary to establish a vindication for the 
message from somewhere beyond the grave. The 
ouija board is working overtime everywhere, and in- 
stead of a plaything it has come to be regarded as an 
instrument of reverence amorg those who yearn for a 
word from dear ones slain in the most terrible of con- 
flicts. 

There is no limit to the fiettof psychic excursions by 
those who claim the ability to make them, and as 
there are new medipms bobbing up constantly, with 
no lack of support, the nonbelievers have reason to 
regard the situation with real concern. Spirits of 
departed soldiers who laid down their lives for “King 
and country” in the awful days of Ypres, along the 
Aisne and in the other big battles with the Prussians. 
continue, of course, to be the most anxiously sought 
by the men and women who gather at the medium’s 
table or cluster about the ouija board, but now the 
range of communication has gotten well beyond such 
recent history. 

One of the recent messages that created a furor in 
a section of London convinced many of the faithful 
that the continent of Atlantis described by Plato was 
a reality, and, therefore, had no place in the chron- 
icles of fable and nebulous tradition. Yor did they 
not have a ouija message from a spirit naming him- 
self “Pharos,” who disclosed that the continent ex- 
isted long before Egypt, and that the Egyptian race 
descended from the people who settled the Continem 
of Atlantis before it was 
destroyed by the sea?

“But, apart from fraud, there is a real peril which 
justifies all the warnings that religion has ever uttered 
against the attempt to dabble with the unseen by 
psychie research. It is not only the peril of insanity, 
which has been proved, whether Dr. Forbes Winslow's. 
“ten thousand” have ever existed or not. It is the 
peril of the discarnate intelligence which is earth- 
bound in taste and character and is only too ready to 
seek an entry into the world where its evil passions 
ouce found a congenial home. 

‘“Demoniacal possession is not confined to one age 
or generation; it is a common phenomenon in Eastern 
countries, and | make bold to say that it is not un- 
known in our own country. That blasphemous ob- 
scenities have been uttered in connection with plan- 
chette I happen to know and that lives have been 
ruined by spiritualistic practices I can prove. 

“But ordinary common sense would suggest the 
probability of loss of balance and hysteria when the 
subconscious mind assumes sway over the conscious 
intelligence and lies open to any suggestion that can 
be made from without.
